Police said Holt killed his wife j 
and W hittaker in the latter’s fash-1 
ionable New York apartm ent and ' 
then took his own life. 
Witness Over Phone 
Police also said that the only I 
living witness to the tragedy—and 
that by long distance telephone— 
was Mrs. Elsie Thomas of Holly­ 
wood, Calif., the dead woman’s 
mother. 
Authorities gave this picture of 
the dram atic tragedy: 
Holt, a chief engineer for the 
United Fruit Lines, took his wife 
to see W hittaker, whom he accused 
of stealing her affections. 
Both Mrs. Holt and W hitaker 
were employed by the Universal 
Camera Co., the woman as secre­ 
tary to President Otto Githens and 
W hittaker as G ithens’ assistant. 
After several minutes of discus­ 
sion Holt put through a Transcon­ 
tinental telephone call to his wife's 
mother. 
Calls Mother On Phone 
Mrs. Thomas said Holt told her; 
“I’m sorry, mother, for what I’m 
about to do. 
"I’m going to kill Norma and 
her sw eetheart. 
And I’m going to 
finish it off by killing mysell.’’

attem pted 
desperately to 
change her son-in-law’s mind and 
pleaded with him while she heards 
the sound of loud voices in the 
background. 
Then she heard her daughter beg 
for mercy and scream before Holt 
fired the fatal bullets.

Remove From Patronage 
Removal from political patron­ 
age of collectors of internal reve­ 
nue and of customs, and certain 
other officials, also was proposed. 
Political appointment of these 
officials the group said, is “one 
of the chief handicaps to effective 
organization of the departm ent.”

“are regarded hv some as sine­ 
cures.” 
The commission, headed by for­ 
m er President Hoover, declared 
that all officials below the rank 
of assistant secretary should be 
appointed “from the career serv­ 
ice without Senate confirmation.” 
Reorganize Department 
It said it is “imperative that 
the Treasury departm ent should 
be thoroughly reorganized," and 
added:

VICTIMIZING THE LONELY 


Wherever pooplp are in trouble, there arc cliiselers 
seeking to exploit their misery. 
That is why “ lonely 
hearts'* groups,‘many of them rackets, have sprung up 
all over the country, even leading in one recent case to 
heartless murder. 
There really are lonely men and women lacking the 
skill or the self-confidence to find a .suitable mate. Many 
of them are neurotic and had marriage risks. 
Some I 
of them would make good husbands and wives. 
Since 
there is no organized qualified group to which most of 
them can turn, they tend to become easy prey for a preda­ 
tory fringe of bogus do-gooders. 
In London (where the problem is worse because wom­ 
en greatly outnumber men) two scientists have tackled 
the problem by starting a Marrirge Society. For a fee 
of $40 they introduce people who pre suited to each other 
in the light of present scientific knowledge and personality 
evaluation. 
The society, it is reported, is a success. 
In two 
years it has been responsible for 50 marriages and no 
divorces. That isn’t many, but 50 happy marriages now­ 
adays are an achievement to be proud of. 
The experi­ 
ment will he worth watching. 
Perhaps in time the federal government in this coun­ 
try will take over matchmaking. That would be a short 
step after the social security, insured, socialized medicine, 
job security, income guaranteed state has been achieved. 


THE LOST ROCKET 


This is an age of wonders and portents, among other 
things. 
The first plane to circumnavigate the globe 
without stopping performed the trick in A. D. 1949. Per­ 
haps ominously, it was no civilian ship but a bomber. 
Transmuted energy from the intangible mass of 10 
atoms h a s just laid a two-ton cornerstone in New York. 
And the Ariny has just lost a rocket. 
More than a week ago the Army released the “ Wao 
Corporal” from a larger V-2 rocket and sent it 250 miles 
above sea level. Tt fell to earth after probing a deeper 
finger into the secrets of outer space than man ever thrust 
before. 
During the 12 minutes it was in flight, the earth 
was turning on its axis. 
The Army duly allowed for 
that in its calculations of where in the White Sands, N. M., 
proving ground the Wac Corporal would land, and it 
followed the flight out and back on a radar screen. But 
the rocket disappeared, and the Army now doubts that it 
will ever be found. 
With instruments in its belly packed full of top-secret 
data concerning the unknown emptiness still outside 
human reach, it may lie now beyond human reach in the 
belly of the earth itself. 
Mingled curiosity and apprehension are thus frus­ 
trated. Perhaps it is just as well. How many more secrets 
of the universe can man learn, and surv ive? 


The w idely-disputed north At­ 
lantic defense p a d took positive 
form and shape with dispatch of a 
final d ra ft to the capitals of p a r­ 
ticipating nations. 
A nd w hile ratification by 
tha 
U nited S tates senate and the p ar­ 
liam ents of o th er nations is essen­ 
tial before the treaty becom es law 
the pact as fram ed is intended 
as a w atertig h t safeguard against 
aggression.

th at Its sponsors wish to co rrelate 
It In every respect with existing 
U nited 
N ations 
undertakings 
as 
well as w ith o th er solemn in te rn a ­ 
tional obligations entered into d u r­ 
ing the war. 
The pact specifies that it in no 
way p reju d ices e arlier treaty com ­ 
m itm ents. 
Thus it protects the 
treaties of m utual alliance signed 
by both G reat B ritain and France 
w ith Soviet R ussia soon a fte r the 
end of the conflict. 
Of Great Importance 
Of 
g reat 
im portance 
was 
the 
choice of th e Tropic of C ancer as 
the southern boundary of the te r­ 
ritory and w a ter expanses th a t the 
treaty seek^ to guarantee and pro ­ 
tect. 
Roughly,

A tlantic pact, these agreem ents re ­ 
gard an attack on any signatory 
nation as an assault on all of them 
T herefore th e north A tlantic and 
inter-A m erican 
pacts becom e a l­ 
most autom atically part and parcel 
of one another. 
T here m ay be a feeling in som e 
areas of L atin Am erica th at d efi­ 
nite stipulations should be m ade 
covering any contingencies in the 
eastern reaches of the south A tlan­ 
tic. 
D akar, for exam ple, which play- 


ed several roles of im portance In 
the second w orld w ar and v.hich 
once vigorously resisted a B ritish 
landing attem p t, is far south of 
the Tropic of Cancer. 
So are nu­ 
m erous o th e r good bases which 
m ight becom e Involved in a m an­ 
n e r m enacing to the A m ericas in 
event of new conflict. 
But the countries of A frica al­ 
ready have laid the groundw ork 
for th eir own regional agreem ents. 
O ne such seeks to bind n o rth ern 
and southern Rhodesia and Nay- 
asaland, looking tow ard an ev en t­ 
ual junction w ith the B ritish East 
A frican colonies of K enya. U gan­ 
da and T anganyika. 
So far as the other or n o rth ern 
extrem ity of the A tlantic pact is 
concerned, th e N orth Pole obvi­ 
ously is the lim it. 
Danish Foreign M inister G ustav 
Rasm ussen is arriving In W ashing­ 
ton to discuss his country’s p artici­ 
pation.

The Parent 
Problem

REDDER THAN HERRING 
There is grim irony in the fact that the latest spy 
suspect, accused of turning over secret documents to the 
Russians, ha« been found inside the Department of Jus­ 
tice. 
Attorney General Tom Clark has been among the 
chief supporters of President Truman’s charge that last 
year’s congressional spy hunt was a “ red herring” affair. 
The attorney general’s face today must be redder 
than the reddest herring as the spotlight turns on his 
own domain. 
To Be sure, the allegations that Miss Judith Coplon 
took secret documents from the Justice Department’s 
files and attempted to turn them over to a Russian engi­ 
neer now employed by the UN, remain to be proved. The 
evidence has been laid before a federal grand jury in 
New York. Like any other suspect. Miss Coplon deserves 
the benefit of any doubt until the facts are in. 
But if she does turn out to be guilty as charged, 
Clark may wish that he had kept his peace about herrings. 
Members of the House Committee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities assert they had information more than two years 
ago that something was wrong in the Justice Depart­ 
ment office where Miss Coplon worked, and that the 
department refused to cooperate. 
The committe is now talking about a full-scale in­ 
vestigation of the case. 
That much work remains for 
the committee to do there can be no doubt. That it has 
been inactive ever since the 81st Congress convened is 
unfortunate. 
Certainly Attorney General Clark will be 
in poor position to protest an inquiry into his security 
arrangements if it turns out that spying was going on 
under his own nose.

such courses and for the parents 
them selves. 
For Baby S itters 
T here has ju st appeared "A M an­ 
ual for Baby S itte rs” by M arion 
Lowndes. The book is intended for 
baby sitters, those w ishing to be­ 
come good baby sitters, and p a r­ 
ents wrho em ploy baby sitters. 
It 
has m uch to say about the personal 
qualities a baby sitter should have, 
her m oral obligation to the children 
she cares for and to th eir parents; 
also for the parents who em ploy a 
baby sitter.

rules: 
1 Before taking a “sittin g ” job 
find out bow m any children you 
are supposed to care for and the 
ages of each. 
2. Be prom pt. Be sure to aarivt 
when you say you will. One excep­ 
tion—if you are coming down w ith 
a cold or illness, stay home and re ­ 
port the fact in good tim e to the 
m other. 
3. Go adequately equipped w ith 
your own sw eater, watch, pad, p en ­ 
cil, and flashlight. 
4. Ask at once for the telephone 
num ber that will reach parents <or 
su b stitu te' and doctor. 
5. Get fam iliar with the house 
and equipm ent before the m other 
goes. 
6. K eep constant watch of the 
ohild to m ake sure of his safety. 
7. G uard and protect the baby 
from appetizing indigestible things. 
8. L earn to m eet and deal w ell 


j with fam ily pets. 
9. Look in on a sleeping baby at 
\ least once every hour and listen for 
! him betw een tim e. 
1U. T reat the child as you would 
like to be trea ted in his place. 
11; D on’t give m edicine on your 
own responsibility. Deal only w ith 


j the sim plest cuts and injuries T ele­ 
phone the doctor when the child 
I seem s hot or acts unwell.

The first real telephone speech was practically a laboratory ex­ 
perim ent, and using the in stru m en t, Prof Bell spoke to an assistant in 
another room , saying. "M r. W atson, come here. 
1 w ant you. 
This was a Mr. W atson, and not D r W atson of Sherlock Holmes 
fam e, for if it had, Prof. B ell’s first words would naturally have been, 
"E lem entary, my d ear W atson, elem entary." and W atson would n a tu ra l­ 
ly have replied! "M arvelous, my d ear Bell!” 
I am trying not to con­ 
fuse you. 
Famous First Words 
Those fam ous first words w ere not quite as d ram atic as the one« 
tran sm itted by Mr. Morse at the inauguration of his telegraphic m a­ 
chine, nam ely, "W hat hath God w rought!" w hich are frequently con­ 
fused w ith those m urm ured by Prof. Bell. 
I can understand the con­ 
fusion for it would be only norm al to think of the Professor as looking 
at th e in fern al m achine he had Just invented and perfected w ith con­ 
s id e r a te h o rro r and saying in a sort of aghast tone. “ W hat hath God 
w rought?” 
I love my little telephone, have for m any years, but our long 
m arriage w hile Interesting has not been exactly ideal, and. frankly, 
th e re have been tim es when 1 have thought of divorce and what life 
would be like w ithout this instrum ent. 
Harbinger Of Varied News 
It has often been the h a rb in g er of pleasant news, a m anuscript sold, 
a w ell-loved friend come to tow n, a lady to advise m e th at she is no 
longer angry w ith me; it has also given me som e tough m om ents. 
I 
have no com plaint on this score since things tend to even out, but my 
telephone is also an insistent shrew , a chatterbox, an apparatus of no 
taste or selectivity which frequently lets the m ost appalling establish a 
beachhead on my privacy, and by and large has collaborated in the 
w asting of a good deal of the brief span th at I have here on this earth. 
M any a tim e I have blessed it, for through its m iracle of m achinery 
and convenience it has frequently eased my nerves of tensions, it has 
enabled me to project my voice and thoughts to fa r off places w here 
they w ere needed and on occasions it has provided m e w ith short cuts 
But it is hum an, especially in a long m arriage, to grouch at the 
m isdeeds of one’s p artn er and helpm eet rath er th an to rem em ber and 
dwell upon th e long record of help and service.
